GERMANS’ MOVE AROUND VERDUN" 


Ew YORK BUREAU OF THE 
N races, Sept. 11.—The rapid ad- 
vance of the enveloping movement 
by which the allies are turning the Ger- 
man right flank is beginning to have a 
decisive influence on the German cam- 
paign. The reported retreat of the 
Germans to Soissons cuts them off 
from their natural lines of communi- 
cation. Indeed, the allies’ move is so 
threatening to the entire rear of the 
German right flank that they have to 
consider the alternative of getting 
quick results in their attacks on the 
French lines or else of retiring in 
time to save their right wing from 
disaster. The mention of this turning 
force of the allies as a British and 
French army indicates that the Brit- 
ish have been rushing forward their 
later expeditions via La Havre and 
Dieppe and moving them up to the 
front of a separate army. 
The retrogression of the German 
army of Gen. Von Kluk has freed the 
garrison of Paris from its primary 
duty of manning the forts.

At 
Bray, just west of Binche, the French 
and English were repulsed by the 
Germans. The French retreated to 
Bonne Esperan where, after anoth- 
er skirmish, th fell back through 
Merbes Saint Marie and Merbes le

“Engagements in the vicinity of 
Butesierre and Thuin constituted the 
most determined resistance offered by 
the allies. After two days’ continuous 
artillery duel which swept the sur- 
rounding country and demolished al- 
most every structure, the entire right 
wing of the allies withdrew far to the 
southward. This gave the Germans 
an opportunity to sweep through 
Teaumont and approach Maubeuge 
from the south.

OF ATROCITY. 


BELGIAN COMMISSION MAKES 
PUBLIC PARTIAL LIST. 


Germans Are Accused of Crueltics 
to Noncombatant Men and Women 
and With Wanton Destruction of 
Property During Invasion—Envoys 
Remain in New York. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—A partial 
list of the alleged German atrocities 
in Belgium, against which the Bel- 
gian King has sent a protest to Pres- 
ident Wilson, was made public today 
by Count Louis de Lichtenvelde, sec- 
retary of the Belgian commission 
bearing the protest. The commission 
reached this city today on its way to 
Washington. 

“At Linsmeau, when the Germans 
entered the village, two uniformed 
gendarmes attacked the Germans,” 
the Count said. “In revenge the vil- 
lage was invaded on the night of Au- 
gust 10. Two farms were destroyed; 
the crops were destroyed or carried 
away. Six houses were burned and all 
the men were compelled to hand over 
their arms. 

It was found that none had been 
discharged recently, and finally the 
men were separated into three de- 
tachments. Two of the detachments 
disappeared. A third, consisting 
eleven men, was driven at the point 
of the bayonet into a ditch, and when 
they were piled in the German sol- 
diers set on them and beat their 
brains out with the butt ends of their 
rifles. The eleven battered bodies 
were found later by Belgian troops. 
“On August 12, after the battle of 
Hiaelen, Col. Van Damme, com- 
mander of a Belgian regiment, was 
lying wounded on the battlefield. He 
was unable to move. Several German 
soldiers found him and placing their 
revolvers against his mouth, blew his 
head off. At Boucelles the German 
troops went into battle carrying the 
Belgian flag. 

“On Augyst 10 the Germans cav- 
elry raided the town of Velen while 
the inhabitants slept. One instance of 
what they did may be cited in the 
case of a man named Deglimme, whose 
house was fired and looted. He and 
his wife were taken from the house 
alf naked. She was dragged away in 
ene direction, he in another. She was 
released when two miles away and 
told to run. When she ran the Ger- 
man soldiers fired at her, but she 
escaped the bullets and staggered 
back to the site of her ruined home 
in a pitiable condition. Her husband 
also was released and fired on when 
he ran. He was found mortally wound- 
ed next day on the road outside the 


town. 

Count IAchtervelde said he had read 
the statement attributed to the Ger- 
man Emperor in which it was said 
that harsh treatment of Belgians was 
made necessary in some cases because 
Belgian civilians fired on German sol- 
diers. 
„I do not see how it is possible for 
a man to lie so,” Count de Lichter- 
velde said. 

Upon learning that President Wil- 
son would leave Washington this aft- 
ernoon for Cornish, N. H., and would 
not return. till Tuesday morning, the 
commissioners decided to remain in 
this city till Monday afternoon. . 

Later in the day Count de Lichter- 
velde said that, despite President Wil- 
son's absence, the Belgian commission 
might leave for Washington tomorrow 
morning. Minister Havenith had in- 
formed the commission, he said, that 
Secretary Bryan would meet the com- 
mission and extend official courtesies 
until the President returned from 


“The sufferings of the Belgian peo- 
ple are beyond all imagination,” said 
Count de Lichtervelde. “In the large, 
they are appalling; in detail, they are 
heart-breaking and sickening. There 
has not been and hardly can be an 
overstatement of their suffering, phys- 


ical and men 

“We sincerely believe that the 
American people will characteris- 
‘tically do their share in supplying re- 
lief for these thousands of our peo- 
ple who are without food and shelter, 
and who, so far as they can now see, 
have no cause for hope.” 
The commission spent most of the 
day in a secluded room at an uptown 
hotel, transacting “important private 
business.”

Villa replies to Obregon’s 
message by expressing satisfaction 
that all of the generals are in accord 
with Obregon’'s idea, and not only his 
but Villa's aspirations to save the 
populace. 

Villa then enthusiastically accepts 
the plan projected at the National 
Palace here before Obregon went 
north recently and discussed it with 
Villa. Villa says the American occu- 
pation of Vera Cruz is a humiliation 
and a cause for shame. Carranza’s 
hand is seen in the statement of Villa, 
— it that in these 
serious hours he knows the change in 
the Washington policy. 

VILLA’S REPLY. |

THE NARRATIVE. 

There is omitted from the sequence 
Jf events in these last days of our 
Lord's life, by taking the lesson ap- 
pointed for today. the solemn passage 
containing His final woes and denun- 
ciations. 

As He left the temple His disciples 
drew His attention to its buildings, and 
He uttered His prediction of its de- 
struction. Taking His way to the 
Mount of Olives, His disciples came to 
Him and asked Him, “Tell us, when 
shall these things be? and what shall 


| 


be the sign of Thy coming, and of the 
end of the world?” 

In answer to that inquiry He uttered 
the Olivet prophecies contained with- 
in chapters twenty-four and twenty- 
five. It is a little difficult, if not dan- 
gerous, to take one parable out of its 
getting in a discourse which is thus or- 
derly and complete, and we must at 
least prepare ourselves by a brief 
glance at the discourse in its entirety. 
{t falls into three parts. The first 
(xxiv:1-44) had to do with Israel, as 
a nation; the second (xxiv: 45—xxv: 30) 
with the church as responsible for the 
kingdom during the period between 
the advents: the third (xxv:31-46) 
with the judgment of the nations at 
the coming of the Son of Man in His 
glory. 

The parable of the virgins which is 
selected for our lesson today is in the 
second part, and is one of three, all of 
which are concerned with the re- 
sponsibility of the church. The first 
parable has to do with communal re- 
sponsibility, or that of thé household 
within itself: the second has to do 
with personal responsibility, the rela- 
tion of individuals to the absent Lord; 
while the third, that of the talents, is 
occupied with imperial responsibility, 
that is, the responsibility for the king- 
dom. This last we have considered in 


an earlier lesson, in conjunction with, 


the parable of the poutds. 

The actual parable is so familiar 
that we need not dwell long upon it, 
save to point out that all those who 
were represented have relationship 
with the King. Under no circumstances 
are we warranted in treating any of 
these as though they were to be count- 
ed among His foes. It should be re- 
membered also that here, as always, 
it is a most dangerous thing to at- 
tempt to find all sides of truth ex- 
pressed in one parable. While the fig- 
ure of the marriage is the one adopted,

these should be. The teaching, there- 
fore, of this parable, must always be 
qualified by those which precede and 
follow it. There are communal and 
imperial responsibilities created by His 
absence, and the certainty of His re- 
turn, which are not tn view here. 

We observe in the first place that 
all the ten virgins were expecting the 
return of their Lord. They all went 
forth to meet Him, They all had oil 
in their lamps. The lamps of all 
were burning. The difference be- 
tween the five wise and the five fool- 
ish was a difference in te measure 
of the supply of the oil. In the case 
of the wise they had taken oll in 
their vessels with their lamps. In 
the case of the foolish they had evi- 
dently taken lamps which ere 
trimmed and burning, for presently 
they said to their companions, “Our 
lamps are going out.” Their failure 
lay in the fact that they had no oil 
with which to replenish their lamps. 

There have been many interpreta- 
tions of the significance of this, and 
doubtless there are elements of truth 
in all of them. I am inclined, how- 
ever, to ask, what is the real signifi- 
cation of the lamp? Of course in the 
eastern picture the lamps were car- 
ried_for the purpose of illuminating 
the pathway of those who waited. But 
is it not probable that there is a 
profounder intention in this word of 
Jesus? Remembering that here He 
is showing the attitude toward Him- 
self of those who are devoted to 
Him during the period of His ab- 
gence, and in expectation of His re- 
turn as King. we go back to that for- 
mal enunciation of the laws of the 
kingdom which He uttered at the 
commencement of His public propa- 
ganda; and there we find Him saying, 
“Ye are the light of the world 

. «. Neither do men light a lamp 
and put it under the bushel, but on 
the stand: and it shineth unto all 
that are in the house. Even so let 
your light shine before men, that 
they may see your good works and 
glorify your Father which is in 
heaven.” 

If we may take these words and 
use them in interpretation of this 
particular parable, then there is ré- 
vealed to us the fact that the true 
waiting for Christ is that which wit- 
nesses to men, and it was in this re- 
gard that the foolish virgins failed.

TRAINING FOR BEST LIVING. 

Terse Comments on the Uniform 
Prayer Meeting Topic of the Young 
People’s Societies—Christian En- 
deavor, — For September 13. 
“What Is a Good Education?“ 
Prov. 1:1-9, 20-238. 


Two men are before my mind's eye. 
One is a venerabie Turk, whom I met 
in a village under the shadow of the 
Taurus Mountains, in Asia Minor. He 
was untrained in the schools, but he 
had ripe judgment, a keen knowl- 
edge of human nature, dignity, and 


reverence; and he had won the es- 
teem of his community. The quiet, 
courteous and assured way with which 
he carried himself revealed the strong, 
wise man. I count him educated in 
the essentials of manhood, even 
though a 10-year-old bo in this 
western world knows mofe about the 
sciences than he. The other man at 
the moment in my memory is 

in an artistocratic club. He has an 
honored family name, wealth, social 
position, and the advantages of a uni- 
versity education and much travel. 
But he is ignorant of life, ill-balanced 
in his judgments, puerile in his think- 
ing, and as naively selfish as a child 
or a savage. Him I deem an unedu- 
cated man, despite his degree. For 
education is the training of all of 
one’s faculties to relate themselves 
sanely and efficiently to actual life.

“Education” means to lead out;” 
and the higher education is also to 
lead up,” inspiring man with the 
fear of the Lore which is the begin- 
We have not learned 
life until we have. learned God. 


Whatever helps a person to sweep 
a wider horizon in his vision; and to 
view life's happenings with poise and 
detachment, whether that agency be a 


ener or an experience of per- 
sonal adversity, is a good education. 

The stored mind is strong; mental- 
ity grows, like the body, by being fed. 
Knowledge is a tested route to wis- 
dom: but meditation is a surer. What 
digestion id to food, meditation is to 
knowledge. The end of all education 
is*to teach a person to think clearly, 
strongly and practically. 

He that studies only men will get 
the body of knowledge without the 
soul and he that studies only books, 
the soul without the body. He that 
to what he sees adds observation and 
to what he reads reflection is in the 
right road to knowledge, provided 
that in scrutinizing the hearts of oth- 
ers he neglects not his own.—Col 
ton.

One regrettable fact about the ad- 
vanced education of many young per- 
sons is that they have been alienated 
from their homes and families and 
the “old-fashioned” ways of the lat- 
ter. The tragedy of this gulf which 
school and college have created be- 
tween students and their parents is 
known only to the mothers and fath- 
ers who have endured it. Usually, 
also, the explanation is that the chil- 
dren have not won to even the begin- 
nines of wisdom, else they would val- 
ue the real worth of the parents whose 
greatness of loyalty and service and 
sacrifice ig beyond the power of the 
schools to bestow. Any education 
which makes a boy ashamed of his 
mother and father is a bad education. 


Prof. Amos R. Wells calls “the 
seven colors of the spectrum of edu- 
cation” the training to think, to ob- 
serve, to speak, to act, to direct, to” 
feel and to be.” 


A gentle heart is more to be de- 
sired than a stored brain. For educa- 
tion is successful in so far as it trains 
one to live helpfully and happily with 
other people. 


A shrewd lover of nature, who has 
invested his talents in helping boys 
and in unfolding the lore of woods 


and stream and buried Indian treas- 


ures, remarked, after attending a re-

union of his college class: “I was 
disappointed to find the fellows all 
talking of their success in terms of 
money. Most of them thought it was 
enough to tell how much money they 
had made; we heard little about what 
they had done for their neighborhoods 
or for the State. Surely a dollar mark 
is not the truest sign of an educated 
man.” That observation struck the 
weak spot in much of our modern 
views of education. Thousands of 
young persons are going to college 
nowadays, not because they want a 
finer culture, or a wider fellowship, 
or admittance into the charmed cir- 
cles of the arts and sciences, but sim- 
ply in order tb enable them to earn 
more money. If that is the first and 
last goal of an education, then it is not, 
in the old and broader sense, an edu- 
cation at all. 


Everybody pities the one-legged 
man; but few of us give a second 
thought to that far worse cripple, the 
man who has lost his soul. I do not 
use tHat phrase in the accustomed 
theological sense; I mean the man 
whose Spiritual faculties have been 
atrophied; who hag no taste for beau- 
ty or harmony or the refinements of 
the spirit; and to whom religion is an 
empty phrase. Such a one has 
missed the first end of education, 
which puts the soul above all, and 
makes life beautiful within. 


A detail. of education, too often 
neglected is knowledge of the English 
Bible. That is civilization’s oldest 
book. Its characters and phrases 
should be the most familiar in all 
literature. Moreover, this book has 
the peculiar quality of imparting life; 
it fires all the higher faculties of the 
reader. Proof is abundant that it 
character, making good 
men out of bad, fine men out of 
coarse, pure men out of vile, noble 
men out of ignoble. In all the cur- 
ricula of education there is no other 
one book so valuable as the Bible of 
our fathers.

that swept from Cajon to Lytle Creek, 
according to reports brought here 
yesterday by Supervisor R. H. Charl- 
ton, after almost a week spent in the 
big woods fighting the fire. 

The woods are as dry as tinder, and 
the flames made rapid headway in 
spite of the efforts of nearly 200 ex- 
perienced fire-fighters, who were al- 
most worn out by their efforts. 

The blaze was confined for the most 
part to leaves, needles and smal! 
brush. When it was confined to a 
certain area by the men, the inside of 
the fire line was filled with wild game 
trying to get away. The sweep of the 
fire was so quick that in hundred of 
instances they could not get out of 
the zone of danger. 

The rabbits ran in droves to the 
center away from the fringe of the 
flame, only to be burned up when the 
fire ate its way into their hiding 


big six-prong buck, ran right into the 
hottest blaze. 

Supervisor Chariton says that he 
never saw fire catch so fast or so suc- 
cessfully resist the efforts of fire- 
fighters. One moment there would 
be seen a thin blue line of smoke in 
the grass a half mile away, and be- 
fore the men could reach it, there 
was an angry fu e of fire that de- 
fied all near approach. 

Another instance was when the fire 
had seemingly died away in a large 
area, just at dusk, a whirlwind came 
sweeping out of the Cajon Canyon 
lifting a burned bit of bush high into 
the air. The miniature torch was 
seen carried into a mass of under- 
brush almost a mile away; in a few 
moments the heavens were lighted 
and it was necessary for the men to 


fight all night to confine this partic- 


ular blaze within safe areas. 

The fire just conquered by Super- 
visor Chariton and his army of men, 
covered 750 acres. It was caused by 
either a stray spark from a ralfiroad 
engine or due to tramps camped in 
the woods. Like all of the fires, it 
might have been caused by a half 
dozen different things. The expense 
entailed in hiring the force taken into 
the mountains from San Bernardino 
is in the neighborhood of $2000.

Dr. Roes and Mrs. Avery have been 
Involved in a number of sqprational 
court proceedings during the past 
vear, and the development yesterday 
was merely another link in their long 
chain of notoriety. 


{Boston Advertiser: ! They are 
making money in a hurry these days 
in the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing at Washington. The rush orders 
are so great that the employees are 
working night and day and instead of 
having their usual easy hours for com- 
ing and going they have to work over- 
time afd they are groaning, and some 
of them are writing to the newspapers 
in complaint. 

This is the effect of the European 
War upon them. It has put an ex- 
treme strain upon the American peo- 
ple in its finances, and money has had 
to be prepared for it, the representa- 
tions meaning $1,000,000,000 and the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing has 
been at work continuously printing it. 
All hands have been turning out the 
new bills, and they expect to be at it 
for severat weeks. Here is a small 
army of men and women at work 
who are as much the saviors of the 
nation as the army and the navy. In- 
deed, more 80, just now. Many of the 
force are being broken in, and an 
extra shift has been taken on of 200 
printers and all are working overtime. 
The total number of employees is 
2000, and they are divided into four 
divisions, known as the power press 
division, the face room division, the 
examiners’ division, and the surface 
printing division. 

The busiest scene in the bureau, 
which is now the best manufacturing 
plant in the world, is the “facing 
room.” Here the face of the bill is 
impressed and 168 presses are in the 
service. The bills are examined but 
defects are rarely found, and then the 
money is sent to the surface printing 
division, where it undergoes the proc- 
ess of sealing, charter numbering and 
trimming. The normal capacity of the 
bureau is $100,000 a day in ordinary 
times; its present capacity is $175,000 
a day. The final process is the num- 
bering room where the serial number 
and the official seal are impressed on 
the bills. The employees are caged 
here, and here they receive the high- 
est salaries. They are the most ex- 
pert of Uncle Sam's servants. No vis- 
itors see them work. When their work 
is done the bills go to the vaults of 
the United States treasury.

An alien 
who has filed his declaration remains an 
alien until by residence and court decree 
his citizenship is perfected, England might 
refuse to allow these sailors to land on the 
ground that they were under the law alien 
enemies. Or if they landed she might cap- 
ture. them and treat them as prisoners of 
war not entitled to the protection of the 
United States. 

A German resident in England is not 
civiliter mortuus, but he has no political 
rights. If he is a resident and not charge- 
able with actual hostility or crime he has, 
under the law of nations, an implied license 
to remain until ordered out of the country, 
and on leaving the country is allowed to 
remove his goods and effects and be pro- 
tected in his other rights. At the outbreak 
of the Franco-Prussian War the Germans 
generally were ordered out of France. 

The present war offers some curious 
complications. The reserves of both Ger- 


many and France having been called upon, 


it follows that either country ordering out 
the subjects of the other residing or tem- 
porarily sojourning in it, may send recruits 


to the enemy, and if it fails to order them 


out it may keep so many spies within its 
borders. 

A German who has filed his declaration 
abjuring his allegiance to the Kaiser and 
who has not yet secured American naturalli- 
zation, appears to be a man without a 


| country. 


It would seem in the case of the Red 
Cross steamer that England might—con- 
sidering the mission of mercy on which 
she was dent—have permitted the nurses 
and surgeons and sanitary supplies to be 
landed, and then have seized and interned 
her German crew as contraband or prison- 
ers of war, or sent them back on ber to 
the United States. 

Another case occurring a few days ago is 
puzzling the authorities. The Spanish 
steamer Montserrat sailed from New York 
for Genoa with a number of German pas- 
sengers on board. She was overhauled on 
the high seas by a British cruiser and 
taken into Halifax. She was a neutral ves- 
sel bound from a neutral port to a neutral 


port, without any contraband of war on 


board, unless her German passengers could 
be considered such. Her seizure was 
justified upon the ground that if her Ger- 
man passengers were permitted to reach 
Genoa they could there find rail transpor- 
tation into Germany or Austria and could 
be called upon as reservists for military 
services. 

Never before in the history of the world 
—not even during the campaigns of the 
first Napoleon—has there been a war of 
such magnitude, participated in by so many 


nations and involving so many new and 
complicated questions of international law. 


We are fortunate in being able to preserve 
both in act and spirit a neutrality that is 
satisfactory to and appreciated by the war- 
ring nations.

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NEW FACTORY NOW 
NEAR COMPLETION. 


— 


BUILDING OF SUPER-STRUCTURE 
OF BL SEGUNDO PLANT 
FAR ALONG. 


Work has been begun upon the 
super-structure of the plant being 
built by the Lambert Manufacturing 
Company, the Pacific Coast branch of 
the Buckeye Manufacturing Company 
of Anderson, Ind., at El Segundo. The 
foundations of the factory were com- 
pleted a week ago and a railway 
switch has already been laid to the 
site in preparation for the shipping 
activities of the new Southland in- 
dustry. 

The building now being put up by 
the Lambert interests at the Standard 
Oil city is intended to be the first unit 
of a plant which eventually will con- 
sist of several structures covering a 
large area. The first building with 
equipment will, according to an- 
nouncements already made, cost ap- 
proximately $100,000. 

The first product to be manu- 
factured by the company at El Se- 
gundo will be a farm and orchard 
tractor, known as the Lambert Steel 
Hoof Tractor, for which there already 
exists a considerable market on the 
Later the concern may 
manufacture gas engines and autofho- 
biles here, as it now does at its east- 
ern headquarters.

ONE IN FOUR GOES FREE. 


Smuggling and Liquor Cases Dis- 
posed of in Federal Court—Alleged 
Embezzler Arraigned. } 

A jury in the United States District 
Court yesterday returned a verdict of 
not guilty in the case of Eddie Web- 
ster, charged with attempting to 
smuggle sixty five-tael cans of opium 
across the line near Tia Juana, Au- 
gust 6, 1913.

CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION 


— 


Sustains Dismissal of Head of 
Municipal Employment Depart- 
ment but Withholds Action on 
Assistants’ Resignation, Given Dra- 
matically at Close of Her Testimony. 


Following testimony of N. J. Dav- 
enport, ousted manager of the Mu- 
nicipal Employment Bureau, his as- 
sistants, and that of members of the 
Municipal Charities Commission before 
the Civil Service Commission yester- 
day. in a hearing for the reinstate- 
ment of Mr. Davenport, the civil serv- 
ice body upheld the ousting of Mr. 
Davenport. He is, however, retained 
on the civil service list of eligibles. 

Consideration of the resignation of 
Mra. H. A. Payne, which came tense- 
ly at the conclusion of her testimony, 
was also requested. She was asked to 
continue her work until the Civil 
Service Commission shall give her 
further notification. 

The Charities Commission, with P. 
J. McGarry as spokesman, sought to 
show a lack of co-operation on the 
part of Mr. Davenport and the em- 
ployment bureau, which is depart- 
ment of the commission under direct 
supervision of Commissioner McGarry. 
According to his testimony, Mr. Dav- 
enport, harassed by debtors, was not 
giving full attention to his work, and 
to remove this obstacle, Dr. J. Mi- 
bank Johnson and he had jointly 
loaned Mr. Davenport $200. 

When the bureau official paid his 
first installment of the loan, the 
checks were returned by the bank 
marked “insufficient funds.“ At the 
Same time several other checks are 
alleged to have been returned in like 


manner, suggesting that Mr. Daven- 


po had not removed the incubus 


with the money borrowed, and there- 


fore had not increased the efficiency 
of his services. 

Commissioner McGarry alleged that 
on one occasion Manager Davenport, 
without consultation, had taken it 
upon himself to wire to Arizona, of- 
fering to place Mexicans at work in 
New Mexico, instead of taking Mex!- 
cans from Los Angeles. 

Mr. Davenport alleged that all of 
the Arizona Mexicans were planning 
to come to Los Angeles, and by 4di- 
verting them he had prevented an 
increase in probable subjects for char- 
ity here. An employee of the bureau 
was asked to secure the letters and 
telegrams bearing on the matter and 
returned shortly stating that they 
were not in the files and could not 
be located. : 

Miss I. Daugherty proved herself a 
non-committal witness, although pro- 
duced by the defense. 

W N. Cunningham, manager of the 
men's labor department, stated that 
he had instructions to make all re- 
ports to Manager Davenport and not 
to any of the charities commission- 
ers. Dr. Johnson and Commissioner 
McGarry declared that as members of 
a body governing the bureau, they 
hall a right to interrogate any em- 
ployees, and that Manager Davenport 
had given ingtructions against such 
procedure. 

The climax came with the appear- 


ance of Mrs. H. A. Payne, who alleged 


undue investigation and interference 
on the part of Commissioner McGar- 
ry and declared that the bureau could 
well get along without this, suggest- 
ing that it would be advisable: for 


Commissioner McGarry to drop out of 
the Charities Commission. She wound 


up by resigning on the spot. 

All of the Charities Commission, in- 
cluding .Chairman Dr. J. Milbank 
Johnson, Mai. A. J. Copp. Jr., Mrs. 
O. P. Clark, Mrs. Willitts J. Hole and 
P. J. McGarry, were present, as was 
the Civil Service Commission, con- 
sisting of Chairman E. T. Bellows, W. 
T. Craig and Dr. J. R. Haynes and 
almost the entire working staff of the 
employment bureau. 


rHE WHITE HOUSE. 


Burned a Hundred Years Ago by 
the British, But Since Then the 
Center of Many Historical Events. 
{Indianapolis News:] One hundred 
years ago August 24 the President's 
palace” at Washington was gutted by 


fire. It was at the time of the war 
of 1812. In the flickering light of 
burning Washington the scarlet- 


coated figures of the incendiaries, the 
soldiers of the British King, were to 
be seen rioting in the streets of the 
city they had captured after President 
Mad‘son and his Cabinet and most of 
the citizens had fled at their approach. 
In the general flight Dolly Madison, 
the President's wife, lingered long 
enough to cut George Washington's 
pertreit from its frame and carry it 
off to safety. 

It ie related that the President's 
dinner was still steaming on the table 
when the British burst into the “pal- 
ace.” as it was then called. In the 
light cast by the burning Capitol, the 
Treasury building, the arsenal, and 
1000 volumes contained in the Con- 
gressional IAbrary, the troopers 
rushed to the palace.“ Some seized 
flaming brands from a burning saloon 
and thrust them into the draperies of 
the President's house. Mirrors, fur- 
niture and bric-a-brac were smashed, 
while the flames burned until they 
had gutted the interior and scorched 
the exterior. When the palace“ was 
repaired the fire marks were obliter- 
ated on the outside with white paint. 
This, it is said, is the way in which 
the building became known as the 
"White House.” 

Today the White House is visited by 
more than 1000 persons every day. 
More historical events have centered 
around this shining white mansion 
than around any like building in the 
world during the last century. Twen- 
ty-eight Presidents and their families 
heve lived in it, and two have died 
within its walls. Lincoln went from 
its Red Room to his assassination at 
Terd’s Theater; Garfield was carried 
unconscious to its shelter, where he 


Iingered in pain for some time before 


he was removed to Elberon. The 
greatest statesmen of the world have 
assembled here to discuss the destinies 
of petions. Its magnificent ballroom 
has been the scene of functions whose 
splendor has rivaled those. of the 
most sumptuous of European courts. 
Here the Chief Executive conducts his 
business.

The defendants are 
Nigholas Sedroy, in charge of the Sal- 
vation Army industrial store at No. 
1301 North Main street, and Frank 
Hoffman, Robert W. Sutphen and P. 
Rasmussen, employees of the army 
store at No. 129 Wilmington. street. 
With the exception of Mr. Rasmussen. 
who could not be located, all were 
arrested by Detectives Crowe and Luth 
and arraigned before Police Judge 
White. They pleaded not guilty, were 
released without bail and will be tried 
on the 17th inst. The maximum pen- 
ality is $100 fine or thirty days’ im- 
prisonment, or both. 

One of the points at issue between 
the Salvationists and the commission 
is the percentage of money collected 
in Los Angeles which is sent out of 
Los Angeles. Maj. Copp of the com- 
mission says 36 per cent. of the funds 
are sent outside. Maj. Wood, for the 
army, said yesterday that no money 


q collected here for charitable purposes 
is remitted to outside points. How- g 


ever, 6% per cent. of the income of 
the industrial homes and hotels goes 
to the central social fund in Chicago, 
continued Maj. Wood. He explained 
that such money is earned, not con- 
tributed, and may be sent back to 
Los Angeles if the need exists. 

“We have given in on every point 
heretofore,” said Maj. Wood, “but Dr. 
Johnson's demands are becoming ex- 
cessive and unreasonable. Before this 
case is settled we shall have his of- 
cial head. He is not the man for the 
position.” 


FOR THE COMMISSION. 
Dr. Johnson last night made the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the com- 
mission's attitude: 
The Salvation Army, since October 
6, 1913, has been in full possession 
of the requirements of the Munici- 
pal Charities Commission. On that 
date Commissioner Estill was noti- 
fied that: “Contemplating the estab- 
lishing of a certain standard of ef- 
ficiency and the prote¢tion of the pub- 
lic funds, the Municipal Charities 
Commission have decided that all in- 
stitutions of this character shall be 
governed by a local board of man- 
agers, directors or trustees. All prop- 
erty must be held by the local board. 
“Of course, in a religious organi- 
zation such as yours, your general 
tenets of your order as well as your 
deed of trust outlining your work and 
Purposes would necessarily have to 
govern that board. However, it is 
our opinion that the financial mat- 
ters of the Los Angeles district should 
be in the hands of such a board made 
up of representative citizens of Los 
Angeles. The public would be safe- 
guarded in the use of the funds and 
the army be in a position to angwer 
any slander that micht be brought 
againet it by its. enemies. 
"We believe that such a wise deed 
of trust conveying the property could 
be drawn with no conflict between 
your general army regulations and the 
requirements of the commission. The 
appointments in the Los Angeles field 
of work should be in accord With your 
general regulations by the general of- 
ficers of the army. 
“No budgets are to be prepared and 
enforced upon Los Angeles workers 
for any purpose other than Los A»- 
geles work. No money is to be sent 
out of Los Angeles for the use of the 
army in any quarter except by direc- 
tion of the board. Supervisorial ex- 
penses may be agreed upon from time 
to time as occasion may warrant. All 
such funds must be collected under 


appropriate names, setting out to the 
public the purpose for which they are | 


to be used. All funde collected are to be 
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used distinctly and absolutely for the 
purposes for which collected. Har- 
vest festival, Christmas offering, self- 
denial, etc., are not to be used en- 
cept for strictly local purposes and 
in no event for general expenses. The 
net proceeds of industrial stores, ho- 
tels, etc., are to be used for exten- 
sion of the army work in Los An- 
geles and not to be subject to asseas- 
ment by territorial officers.” 

The Municipal Charities Commis- 
sion has been lenient with the Salva- 
tion Army and for virtually a year 
has striven to get the army to 
on its work in accord with the views 
of the commission, the same as other 
organizations have done. We have 
granted temporary permits so as not 
to interfere with the good work and 
to ord an opportunity to the of- 
ficefs in London, New York and Chi- 
cago to accede to our reasonaDie re- 
quests, When the army, through its 
officers, flatly refused to do so, the 
commission took the only course left 
and refused its endorsement. 

As to the arrests made today, the 
Salvation Army, through its officers, 
employees and workers, was violating 
the ordinances of the city, according 
to the view of the City Prosecutor and

Excelsior Laundry. 
Chairman Walsh: Do you run a 
union; non-union or open shop? 
A.: Open shop. 
.: Do you mean by that that you 
do or do not employ members of labor 
organizations? 
A.: I have never asked them that 
question. 
. You absolutely practice no dis- 
crimination? 
I do not unless they make 
trouble and disturb the working of 


the place. 
: If a laundryman joins the 
union, is he discharged? | 


They are not. 

What do the collectors get? 

They get $27 per 8 

What do the drivers get? 

They are the collectors. 
Has the Laundrymen’s Associa- 

tion taken any action on the question 

of the minimum wage? 

A.: They have not. 

Q.: What is a fair, living wage for 
a woman in that line of industry in 
Los Angeles, maintaining herself in 
respectability and comfort? 
A.: I really don’t know. There are 
sO many standards set for living, and 
depending on herself, or others. 

: What would you say for a girl 
compelled to make her own living? 

A. I should hate to say any less 
than $8. 

Q.: I wish you would please define 
how she would lige on $8. 

A.: I should think four to four and 
a half for board, 75 cents for laundry 
and the balance for clothes. 

.: Couldn't you tell us from your 
observation what it would cost a girl 
to live, such as you have working in 
your place. 

No, I cannot, but we have girls 
with us that have been working for 
us * years that are getting $10 a 
week. 


: Do you know the wages that 
are paid to union laundry workers 
in this State elsewhere? 

A.: There is no organization here 
at all. I have papers demanding 
things by the union. 

Q.: In regard to wages? 

A.: Yes sir. I can tell you what 
they demand and what we are pay- 
ing at the present time. 

Q.: Very good. 

A.: For mangle girls, $6, we are 
paying $7.50 and $8. Mangle ap- 
prentices, $5; I am now paying $7 as 
lowest wages, Plain workers, male or 
female, $15; I am paying $17.50. 
Polishers, $15.50. This is a position 
not used at the present on account 
of change in machinery. We have 
press girls, shirt bands or neck bands, 
$7.50, we are paying $9. Wrist bands, 
$7.50, we are paying $9. Finishers, 
$12, that is our rate. Head shirt 
starchers, $13.50, we pay $14. Collar 
girls, starchers or ironers, $7.50, we 
pay $9 and $10.50. Apprentices on 
collars, $5, we start them at $7. 
Starchers on ladies’ work, $6, I am 
paying shirt dippers, $7.50 and 38. 
Hand ironers, first class, second class 
and apprentices, they have them at $9, 
$7.50 and $6. The average wages at 
our place is $12 per week. 

Q.: Did you raise prices when the 
eight-hour law went in effect? 

A.: We did for three weeks and 
then went back to former prices. 

Q.: Do you find under eight-hour 
work 
to you than unger the nine-hour sys- 
tem 


A.: Yes sir. 

Q.: So that the profits are re- 
duced”? 

A.: Not that alone, but we have 
lost a great deal to the Japanese 
where they work eighteen hours if 


they wish to and they do the work a 
little cheaper. 

Q.: If a girl is discharged from 
vour laundry how does she adjust 
her grievances—if she is discharged, 
do you ever discharge anybody? 

A.: Quite frequently. They have ac- 
cess to my office and I am willing to 
listen to their complaints. 

* No organization or form of 
association of employees has ever 
treated with you? | 

A.: Not since T had that friction 
with the union. I have never had 
any trouble in the plant since.

In many departments they get 2 per 
cent. above the amount they are ex- 
pected to take in. This is not for 
the purpose of speeding up but for 
the purpose of bringing about a 
greater efficiency. The great trou- 
ble throughout the United States is 
the lack of efficiency. A great many 
female employees look upon work as 
a carrying-over period between the 
ages of 18 and 22, marriage being the 
ultimate state desired. Our average 
pay is $2 per day, not less than $1.50 
for extra help from 11 to 5. Store 
opens at 9 a.m., closes at 5:30. Males 
report at 8. but are not considered 
late if arriving at 8:15. They work 
to 5:30 with forty-five minutes for 
lunch. We operate under the eight- 
hour law. mme introduction of this 
law made little difference to us for 
the reason that not more than a year 
previous the store was operating un- 
der a schedule very close to eight 
hours. It is my opinion that the 
merchants here in Les Angeles are 
more liberal-minded than else- 
where in the United States. The new 
law required some changes, especially 
during inventory days, also just be- 
fore Xmas when the store is open 
evenings.

Ability 
of ‘the individual employees to have 
their grievances adjusted in the store 
For eighteen years [ have been try- 
ing to get an entirely satisfactory 
system and I believe that I now have 
such a system. In order to remove 
any barriers, I have asked the em- 
ployees to elect their own committee 
with which I would co-operate at 
all times in the adjustment of all 
grievances. The employees have uin 
wsoclation of their own and they 
publish a magazire once a month. 

I might state that I don't think 
that there is any need for a clerk's 
union in any store where the em- 
ployer e in close touch with his em- 
ployees, and where there is a hearty 
spirit of co-operation. 

I believe that the open-shop policy 
in the city of Los Angeles has en- 
abled great numbers of the working 
people to obtain employment 
lees of their past experience. 

It has given the city a freedom of 
living, and a reputation among the 
Eastern States that has brought, and 
is «till bringing, industries of all 
kinds to locate in this city and sur- 
rounding suburts. 

As regards high standards of liv- 
ing—it is a well-known fact that 
there is no city in the United States 
where the working men live in such 
pleasant homes; thousands of them 
owning their homes, and in no city is 


there less poverty and fewer slums. 


It is my opinion that the open-shop 
policy has resulted in a democratic 
community where all have equal 
rights.

L 11.—Tuna are biting freely again 
in the Santa Barbara channel, and 
tuna canneries around the harbor gre 
running full time. Many of them 
have been running only part time for 
the past ten days. Tuna fishermen 
now have to go to the islands in the 
Santa Barbara channel for fish, and 
the long run back has cut down the 
efficiency of the fishing fleet. 

The Van Camp cannery, which has 
a capacity for packing about thirty- 
five tons of fish a day, has chartered 
the tug Crescent to relay the fishing 
boats and bring their catches from 
Anacapa Island. About fifty tons 
were received today, the surplus being 
put in cold storage to supply the can- 
nery when the tuna will not take 
bait. 

The reason assigned for scarcity of 
fish is the full moon and clear nights 
lately. Upon dark, cloudy nights the 


fish cannot feed and only when hun- 
gry will they take bait. Some of the

TEST METHOD. 


THIS IS NOW REQUIRED BEFORE 
CONCRETE IS PLACED, 


Public Works Board Finds That 
Material Has Been Used Before Its 


In its investigations of the faulty 
concrete work in the paving of the 
Third-street tunnel, the Board of Pub- 
lic Works discovered yesterday that 
physical and chemical tests of cement 
were not made until the concréte had 
been placed on the work. 

“This procedure is such a reversal 
of what would be required in ordinary 
matters that we consider it remark- 
able,” said Commissioner Osborne 
vate construction work that full and 
complete tests of the materials shall 
be made before the materials are al- 
jowea toe 80 into the buildings, but it 
appears that the city itself has been 
allowing concrete to be placed first 
and the teste made afterward.” 

At yesterday morning's session of 
the board the City Engineer was in- 
atructed on all future street work to 


be made of all cement entering into 
street construction, and also proper 


such material in work. Had this pre- 
caution been taken on the Third- 
street tunnel work, say city officials, 
the present tie-up and vexatious and 
costly delay would have been avoided. 
The board also ordered the City En- 
gineer to furnish it with a full and 
complete record of all physical and 
chemical tests of cement made from 
the material used in the tunnel pav- 
ing, with dates and points where the 
cement so tested was used. He is fur- 
ther imetructed to take a _ sufficient 
number of sampled of the concrete 
laid in that portion of the tunnel that 
has been rejected as defective for the 
purpose of making a fair test, and the 
City Chemist is instructed to make 
therefrom tests showing the relative 
proportions of cement, sand and stone 
uged in these samples. . 
The apparent purpose of the Board 
of Public Works is to go to the very 
bottom of the troubles in the Third- 
street tunnel and to create such safe- 
guards as will prevent a repetition of 
similar blunders on public work.

Great Activity Ahead. 
HE opening of the Panama Canal is al- 
ready stimulating everything throughout 
the Great Southwest and all along by the 
Western Sea. This momentum is receiving 
a new impetus and added acceleration by 
the savage war now devastating practically 
all of Europe. Among other things to be 
affected is the mining industry of this sec- 
tion. Men in touch with business declare 
that gold and silver mining will take second 
place beside the development of the great 
deposits of kaolin, talc, oxides of various 
kinds, ochres, umbers, siennas, pumice, jas- 
per, mica, manganese, magnesite, asbestos, 
and similar mineral products. These have 
been developed in Europe, where the war has 
closed almost entirely the sources of supply. 
They are found in our section and the world 
is turning here for these minerals. The im- 
portation of talc last year amounted to 13,274 
tons, valued at $254,000. Besides the prep- 
eration of talcum used in the toilet, the use 
of this mineral is becoming more and more 
extended. As for kaolin, there is an abun- 
dance of it all through Southern California, 
but heretofore the supplies for the East 
came from Europe, our country importing 
278,276 tons, valued at $2,000,000. Magnesite 
is a composite of magnesium and carbon 
dioxide, and is used in every steel! and iron 
plant in America. There is an abundance of 
it in Southern California. Last year 140,000 
tons of this was imported at an appraised 
value of $1,369,000. The price when the war 
broke jumped from $40 a ton to $125 a ton. 
Last year we imported more than 350,000 
tons of manganese which cost us $4,000,000, 
So for the whole list, and they all can be 
‘had here, and the industry promises im- 
mense development to the Great Southwest. 


It la Like Mercy. 

LL our readers know Shakespeare’s 

beautiful lines, “The quality of mercy is 
not strained. .. It blesseth him that 
gives and him that takes.” The California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange reports having 
shipped out of the country during the fiscal 
year, or rather the crop year, 11,262,185 
boxes of citrus fruits, and that this has 
brought back to the 6500 members of the 
association $19,276,757. This is a little more 
than $2,000,000 more than distributed in the 
great crop of 1911-12. Thjs doubtless brought 
great satisfaction to the shippers, but did 
it not bring just as much to the millions of 
people who enjoy these luscious oranges 
and piquant lemons throughout the country 
where the fruit is distributed? 
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The Heroult Smeiting Plant. 


NE of the great problems facing the in- 

dustrial developers of the Coast for 
years has been the lack of coking coal neces- 
sary for the smelting of iron ores. Various 
experiments have been made to smelt by 
new methods, and a few years ago it was 
announced that a process had been found 
for doing this work by electricity success- 
fully. The plant was built at Heroult near 
Redding in the northern, part of the State, 
and the report came out from time to time 
that the process was working well. But for 
some time nothing has been heard of this 
important matter. With the European war 
cutting off a great deal of our imports of 
raw material, semi-manufactured goods and 
finished products comes a report of the 
opening up of this plant. There is a vast 
deposit of high-grade manganese a short 
distance from the plant. The first furnace 
was blown in some days ago and the second 
was to be done so at once, The desire is 
to produce ferro-manganese and cromium. 


Lower Freight Rates. | 

NE of the great drawbacks of this sec- 

tion up to the present time has been 
the enormous cost of transporting all sorts 
of goods and commodities from eastern fac- 
tories to the Coast, and vice versa. Of 
course since the building of the first trans- 
continental railroad some forty-five years 
ago, with competing lines and more traffic, 
this cost has been steadily reduced. The 
disposition to charge the roads with de- 
manding “all the traffic would bear“ has al- 
ways not been justified. It is a very long 
haul from the Missouri to the Pacific Ocean, 
and still farther from the Atlantic seaboard. 
At first the traffic was inconsiderable, and 
the distance being not only great but the 
lines mounting immense mountain grades 
made the service naturally costly. There 
‘was relief around the Horn, but the time 
ate into the profits of the importers on this 
Coast tremendously. With the opening of 
the Panama Canal and the great increase in 
traffic, the railroads must and will reduce 
their schedules very materially, all of which 
will redound to the advantage of the people 
of the Coast, both in exports and imports. 


California Silver Products. : 

HE recoverable silver in 1913 amounted 

to 1,378,399 fine ounces, valued at 
$832,553, an increase of 78,263 fine ounces in 
quantity and of $32,969 in value. The cop 
per ores from Shasta county contained 
about 60 per cent. of the 1913 production of 
silver from California, 

The above figures for gold and silver rep- 
resent the output of recoverable metals at 
the mines as distinguished from the gold and 
silver actually recovered in 1913, the final 
official figures for which, by totals for all 
States and for the whole country, are deter- 
mined and published as joint statistics of 
the Bureau of the Mint and the United 
States Geological Survey. Similarly the pro- 
duction of copper, lead and zinc as stated 
below is based on ore tonnages sold or 
treated in 1913, whereas the iinal official 
statistics for actual recovery of these metals 
by smelters and refiners are given in the 
general reports (as distinguished from the 
mine reports) on these subjects »v the 
United States Geological Survey. 


Large Yield of Copper. 

HE recoverable copper from California 

ores in .1913 was 34,575,007 pounds, 
valued at $5,359,126, an increase of 1,123,335 


in value. The decreased value was due to 
the lower price of copper in 1913. The 
largest yield of copper was, as usual, de- 
rived from mines in Shasta county, which 
produced 27,044,297 pounds, or 2,425,747 
pounds more than in 1912. The other im- 
portant copper-producing county was Cala- 
veras, which yielded 5,823,226 pounds. 

The recoverable lead output in 1913 from 
California mines amounted to 3,514,342 
pounds, valued at $154,631, an increase of 
2,369,611 pounds in quantity and of $103,119 
in value. Of the 1913 production Inyo county 
yielded 3,246,432 pounds. 

Only two counties reported any produc- 
tion of zinc. These were Inyo county, with 
a recoverable zinc yield of 963,571 pounds, 
and Shasta county, with an output of 93,914 
pounds. The total value of the 1913 zinc 
production was $59,219, which was a de- 
crease of $240,627 compared with the value

New Highway Routes. 


north and south down the coast and in 
the interior valleys of the State the counties 
are actively planning laterals in all direc- 
tions. The State trunk lines are like the 
backbone of a herring and the laterals like 
the ribs. Kern county is debating the build- 
ing of a road from Bakersfield to Santa Mar- 
garita. This would touch not only Bakers- 
field but Taft, Maricopa, Fellows, Belridge 
and Lost Hills. McKittrick is forty-two 
miles west of Bakersfield, and from McKitt- 
rick to Santa Margarita is seventy-five miles. 
It is said to be ten miles shorter than by 
any other feasible route to the seacoast. 
Leaving McKittrick the road would pass 
through Reward, Simmler, La Panza and 
Pozo, crossing the famous Carrisa plain. 
This would penetrate some of the large 
ranches, as the Carrisa, 20,000 acres, San 
Juan 60,000, La Panza 22,000, Chicote 17,000, 
McDonald 15,000, Kavanaugh 5000. It is 
estimated that in the Carrisa plain the cereal 
crops this year will aggregate 20,000 sacks. 


Must Do World’s Work. 

ITH perhaps 20,000,0000 of the flower 

of European manhood called away from 
industrial pursuits on which the life of the 
people must depend, it looks as if America 
would have to do the work of the world.

an order for a large number of dolls’ hats. 
These have usually been received from 
Europe, and the supply being cut off by the 
war the stores have to turn elsewhere for 
much of the supply. The order will employ 
a number of people for many weeks to fill it. 


National Forest Assets. 
TO JUNE 30 of the current year there 
were cut in the national forests of the 
United States 57,607,000 feet board measure. 
In the Angeles National Forest were cut 
1,413,000 feet, which sold for $22,003.08. 


Hen Nurses Baby Swallows. 

[Boston Globe:] A nature freak has de- 
veloped in the little town of Brookline,

SYNDICATE AND IT WILL INCREASE

WILL GIVE CHILE $750,000,000 WITHIN THE

NTOFAGASTA (Chile.)—During the 
past two weeks I have been 
traveling through one of the rich- 

est lands of the world, a land that 
turns out more dollars than the val- 
ley of the Nile, the Euphrates or the 
Ganges, and one whose workable area 
makes the $200-an-acre cornfields of Illinois 
look like 30 cents. This land is as barren 
as the Sahara. It has not a plant, a tree, 
a blade of grass, nor any green thing. It is 
land where one often has to go a hundred 
miles for a drink and one upon which the 
rains never fall. It is land made up of 
rocks, stone and sand, and of salty particles 
that reflect the rays of the tropical sun, in- 
flaming the eyes. It is the great nitrate 
fields that run through the desert and up 
and down this west coast from below Anto- 
jagasta to the Peruvian boundary. 

For a generation and more these nitrate 
fields have made Chile richer than any 
other South American country, and today 
they bring to its annual revenues an 
amount equal to $40 for every family in 
the republic. Since 1880 the total revenue 
from nitrate export duties has been over 
900,000,000 in gold, and if the present rate 
of production continues during the next 
twenty-five years the amount will be three- 
quarters of a billion more, Today the ni- 
trate fields are paying from 60 to 80 per 

cent. of all the government expenses, and, | 


Rich Fertilizer. 


But first let me tell you something about 
nitrate of soda. It is one of the richest 


| fertilizers on earth, and it has doubled the 


crop of many an American farm. It is 
used largely in Germany, where it is em- 
ployed in raising sugar beets, and in the 
United States, which is now buying more 
than 1,200,000,000 pounds of it every year. 
We take about one-fifth of the product, and 
now that the canal is completed shall 
probably take more. Among the other 
large consumers in Europe are Great Brit- 
ain, France, Holland and Belgium. It is 
largely used in the Hawaiian Islands and 


importing about 5,000,000 pounds every 
month. 

Nitrate of soda when taken out of the 
ground and purified looks just like white 
salt. It is made up of small crystals or 
grains, and it is in this shape that it is 
shipped to the markets. It is put up in 
bags of 200 pounds each, and is carried 
from the ports out to the steamers in light- 
ers. 7 

The nitrate beds begin at some distance 
below Antofagasta and they run northward 
to beyond the port of Iquique, a distance of 
400 or 500 miles. 
is some nitrate in Peru, but so far the per- 
centage has been so low that the deposits 
are not worth the working. 

The nitrate beds are found right out in 
the desert. They lie at an altitude of sev- 
eral thousand feet above the sea, on the 
western slope of a range of low hills that 
run along the coast. They are from twenty 
to 100 miles back from the coast, and the 
belt in which they lie is seldom more than 
ten miles in width. It is therefore not hard 
to get the stuff to the seaboard and the 
most of the haul is down hill. ' 

The bed of nitrate is not regularly and 
evenly distributed throughout. Much of it

ten, is one of the chief nitrate ports. It is 


2400 miles from the Panama Canal, and it 
will soon have a procession of nitrate ships 
sailing northward to the United States and 
Europe. Today the vessels are still going 
around by the Strait of Magellan, and the 
distance thus saved will be thousands of 
miles. The bulk of the nitrate exports are 
now controlled by an American syndicate, 
known as the Nitrate Agencies, Limited, 
This company exports in the neighborhood 
of a billion pounds of nitrate a year and 
controls about one-fourth of the product. 
Its ships are always loading at the nitrate 
ports and starting out for the United 
States, Europe or far-off Japan. The syn- 
dicate has considerable British capital, but 
it is under American managers and its 
methods are entirely American. The con- 
trolling influence and largest owners are 
W. R. Grace & Co. of New York and Lon- 
don, a firm that has its nitrate deposits and 
factories scattered throughout the desert 
from here to Peru. |

of more than 100 square miles, but there 
are others where the beds of good nitrate 
are confined to a few hundred acres, and 
the purity of the ore varies greatly. 

As a general thing the nitrate is close to 
the surface. It crops out here and there, 
and it seldom extends for more than twenty 
feet below the surface of the desert. 


Question of Origin. 


As to whence these great fields of nitrate 
come, there are many different theories. 
One is that this part of Chile was once the 
bed of an inland sea, and that the nitrate 
came from the decaying of the nitrogenous 
seaweed. Another theory is that the am- 
monia which arose from the vast. beds of 
guano in the islands of the west coast was 
carried by the winds to the mainland, 
where it condensed and united with the 
other. chemicals of the soil to form the de- 
posits. A third supposition is that the ni- 
trates came from certain electrical dis- 
charges of the Andes which combined with 
the air so as to make nitric acid, the acid 
being deposited in these beds in the form 
of nitrate of soda. ; 

None of these theories is satisfactory, 
and yet the scientists have little better to 
offer. Dr. Walter S. Tower of the Chicago 
University says they have come from a 
great lagoon which was formed in this re- 
gion by the rising of the land in such 
a way that it formed the home of a world 
of bird life. The lagoon was shallow and 
the birds waded through it and féd on its 
shores. Their droppings formed fuano, 
and as evaporation went on this combined 
with other chemicals in the water and soil 
and the result was nitrate of soda. At any 
rate the nitrates -have been preserved by 
the dryness of the desert, which has no 
moisture to leach them out of the soil.

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profit, and the prices are high. Flour 
brings more than $4 a hundred, eggs 10 
cents apiece, all cuts of meat 50 cents a 
pound and beans about $6 a bushel.

Towns Depend on the Industry. 


The nitrate business supports a number 
of towns along the coast. It is the back- 
bone of Iquique, the foundation of Antofa- 
gasta, and it also feeds Taltal, Mejillones, 
Pisagua, Chanaral and Tocopilla, which are 
towns of less size. 7 


Iquique depends entirely on _ nitrate. 
Next to Valparaiso and Antofagasta it is 
the most thriving seaport of the country. 
It lies on the edge of the sea under bare 
ragged hills. For a hundred miles back of 
it and around it there is nothing but des- 
ert. The country has not one blade of 
grass except that fed by the fresh water 
brought to Iquique in pipes, and the whole 
supply of the city comes through an iron 
fube which is more than seventy-five miles 
in length. Nevertheless the city has 50,000 
inhabitants. It has wide streets and an 
electric car line. It has good stores 
and markets and, although it produces noth- 
ing but nitrate of soda and everything must 
come from abroad, its people live almost 
as well as those of any other South Ameri- 
can city. 

There is a vast deal of money invested 
in the nitrate fields and enormous fortunes 
ha ve been made out of them. You have all 
heard of Col. North, the nitrate king, who 
cut a splurge in England during the latter 
part of his life. I visited him once at his 
country place at Eltham, near London. He 1 
had an enormous establishment and was so 
proud of its gorgeousness that he had me 
taken down into the vault under his house 
to show me his jewels. He kept a stud of 
fine horses and was an associate of the 
Prince of Wales at the big races. : 

Today the most of the nitrate works are 
owned by stock companies, and nearly all 
of them are paying big dividends. Some 
have doubled and trebled in value since 
they were organized. Take the Agua 
Santa, whose capital when I visited it some 
years ago was only $3,000,000. When that 
stock was paid in, it was at the rate of 10 
pesos per share, and since then it has sold 
for thirty-four times that amount. Some of 
the biggest oficinas have paid for them- 
selves in three years and not a few have 
given stock dividends of 100 and 200 per 
cent. 

All of the nitrate fields originally be- 
longed to the government, and they have 
been sold out at auction to the highest bid- 
ders, the government also taking its share 
of the exports through the duty which it 
charges upon every bag shipped. The re- 
ceipts have been so great that they have led 
to extravagant expenditures on the part of 
the officials, and there are wise men in 
Chile who claim that it is pauperizing the 
country. They say they would be far bet- 
ter off if they had to pay taxes like other 
countries, instead of having these nitrate’ 
mines that supply from two-thirds to four- 
fifths of their public needs. 4

Bookplates are used by the different de- 
partments of the government, varying from 
simple labels to elaborate special designs. 
The Department of Agriculture has a spe- 
cial plate with an engraved representation 
of the seal of the department and plates for 
the Bureau of Plant Industry and Forest 
Bureau. 

The Department of the Interior, whose 
Ifbrary is principally of law books, has no 
general plate, but has a label for the 
library of the Patent Office, while the Bu- 
reau of Education has a plate which re- 
sembles that of the Library of Congress. 
The library of the United States Geological 
Survey has an attractive and appropriate 
plate, a shield being divided into three 
parts, on which are shown a theodolite, 
geological hammers and a “fault” in rocks 
indicating the different geological eras. 
The Department of Justice has no book- 
plate for its important library, The Navy 
Department has two plates, one of which 
is of the special library of the Hydro- 
graphic Office. This, it is stated, was dis- 
continued by order of Secretary of the Navy 
William E. Chandler on the ground that 
the Hydrographic Office was not a part of 
the navy, as it appears upon the plate. The

Only residence among the Belgians can 
give a proper conception of their wonderful 
industrial organization. War maps have 
made clear the country’s geographical 
situation as a buffer between contending 
nations. These maps, however, do not ex- 
hibit the real Belgium. 


Dense Population. 


Here is a country one-twenty-fourth the 
size of Texas and which therefore could be 
put in the panhandle of that imperial State, 
that has population nearly double the popu- 
lation of Texas. 

Taking something near its own size for 
comparison, Belgium, with an area a thou- 
sand square miles less than that of Mary- 
land, has six times the number of inhabi- 
tants that Maryland possesses. Belgium’s 
area is a little more than 11,000 square 
miles, and its population is 7,500,000. It has 
more than 650 inhabitants to the square 
mile. | 

So large a population in so small a terri- 
tory could only be an industrial one, al- 
though there is a farm area, and Belgian 
agriculture is of the intensive variety. The 
basis of the ant-like industrial life is partly 
natural resources in the form of raw 
material, and partly accessibility of other 
raw material which can be easily assembled. 

Liege, the Belgian Pittsburgh, came into 
being because of its own coal mines and 
the coal mines of Namur and Mainault 
provinces. Iron ore was available from 
Luxemburg and Alsace-Lorraine and the 
Meurthe-Moselle district of France, and also 
by easy water transportation from Sweden. 

The blast furnaces produce the pig iron, 
some for exportation, and some for use in 
finished iron and steel products. The 
Cockrell works were established more than 
a century ago. Factories for firearms fol- 
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graduate of one of the foremost technical 
schools of the United States, who had gone 
to Liege to perfect his education. Another 
day it was some young Brazilians. The ring 
of forts at Liege and Antwerp are the best 
tribute to the Belgian military engineers. 

Belgium has zinc deposits in the province 
of Liege and that is the basis of the im- 
portant zinc industry, the supply of which 
is supplemented by importations from 
Australia and other countries. There are 
silver lead ores, and these are the foun- 
dation for collateral industries. There is the 
raw material for glass, and that is why the 
Belgian plate glass and window glass has 
been made famous through the skill of Bel- 
gian artisans, } 

There is the raw material for cement, and 
Belgian cement seeks the world’s markets. 
There is the rubber from the Congo, and 
with it mechanical ingenuity of the artisans 
highly developed in engine construction. 
Belgian makes automobiles and boldly chal- 
lenges the United States. | 

The textile industries of Ghent have been 
famous since the middle ages, and raw 
cotton and flax of a dozen countries is trans- 
formed into wearing apparel by the looms 
there. Artificial silk factories and cele- 
brated glove factories are numerous. An 
important element in the national life is 
the existence of cottage industries. There 
are 50,000 lace and embroidery and linen 
workers employed in this home work. The 
country absorbs $175,000,000 of raw material 
annually for its textile industries. 


Antwerp’s Diamond Trade. 


The Antwerp diamond industry holds its 
own against the competition of Amsterdam, 
and the Antwerp lapidaries are especially 
favored by buyers in the United States. It 
is a poor year when rich Americans do not 
absorb at least $10,000,000 worth of dia- 
monds which have been cut in Antwerp. 
The Antwerp syndicate at one time took the 
entire diamond output of German Southwest 
Africa. 

There are other aspects of the varied 
work life of Belgium, but these illustra- 
tions are sufficient to show how the country 
has become an industrial nation. 


Intensive agriculture does ajl ‘that ‘ts | 


every year from 25,000 to 30,000 of them are 
exported. The United States takes a thou- 
sand of them each year. 


An industrial nation with a limited agri- 
cultural area inevitably becomes a factor 
in the world’s commerce. Foodstuffs have 
to be imported, and raw materials to sup- 
plement those within the country, such as 
coal and zinc. The exports naturally are 
of manufactured products. 


To those who are not close students of 
world commerce, the figures of Belgium’s 
foreign trade will be an astonishing reve 
lation of the astonishing Belgians. Until 
a few years ago the little country had an 
international commerce equal to that of all 
South America. In round numbers it is 
$1,700,000,000. Some of this is transit com- 
merce for continental neighbors, but the 
bulk of it is based on Belgian consumption 
and production. In a recent year the im- 
ports were $957,000,000 and the exports 
$766,000,000. The great volume of the 
commerce is with Germany, France and 
Great Britain. All of this is upset by the 
war. 


Belgians’ American Commerce. 

The commerce with the United States is 
all favorable to this country, since Belgium 
must have grain, flour and other foodstuffs, 
as well as cotton for its industries. The im- 
ports from the United States range from 
$70,000,000 to $80,000,000. Manufactured 
articles form a negligible quantity. 

In ordinary years the United States ab- 
sorbs $25,000,000 to $30,000,000 of Belgian 
products. During the war these will be shut 
off; and doubtless after the war Belgium 
will find that American manufacturers are 
prodvcing for the home market some of 
the commodities which it formerly supplied. 


The United States has been a heavy buy- 
er of certain raw products, as well as of 
manufactured commodities from Belgium. 
This is because of the position Antwerp 
oceupies as a world port for international 
transit, It has been in the habit of taking 
$5,000,000 of hides and skins, which have 
been received from South America and oth- 
er countries, cured, and then reshipped to 
the United States.

Don't wash stockings after other 
clothes, such as flannels, unless you want 
them covered with lint. _ 

Prepare the water for washing with 
some harmless washing fluid which will 
loosen dirt without eating the clothes, and 
soak the very soiled clothes. Turpentine 
is one of the most useful of washing aids. 
It will loosen dirt without the slightest in- 
jury to fabrics. An excellent washing fluid 
is made by dissolving two pounds of soap 
in three gallons of water, adding a table- 
spoonful ‘of turpentine and three table- 
spoonfuls of household ammonia. 4 

Soak the clothes in this for two or three 
hours before washing. Clothes treated in 
this way will not need boiling. They can 
be put in the water when one first rises, 
and by the time the breakfast is out of the 
way they will be ready. Another good 
washing fluid for very soiled clothes is 
made with equal quantities of turpentine, 
kerosene and lime water mixed. Wet the 
soiled garments with the mixture, and after 
letting them stand in water enough to 
cover them wash with warm suds. All 7 ee 
soaps are better if they are shaved and dis- 4 
solved in the water. Soap jelly is made i 
by shaving a ‘bar of soap and letting it 
simmer in boiling water till it becomes 
thick like jelly. A teaspoonful of borax 
will soften it. :

Some of this capital went to Germany, 
though little is ever heard of Belgian loans 
in Germany. Some went to Turkey in the 
form of loans to the government in conjunc- 
tion with other financial groups. Part of the 
loans in Turkey were also made to private 
enterprises, for which concessions were 
given by the Ottoman government that made 
them at least partially government enter- 
prises. 

Belgian capital also went to South Africa 
for investment in some enterprises over

conservative English investors 
halted. It went into Brazilian railways. In 
the Argentine Republic it has gone into 
numerous forms of enterprise, including 
banks. In some other parts of South Amer- 
ica it is in street railway enterprises and in 
loans. 

Ten years ago when an American syndi- 
cate secured railway concessions in China 
the Belgians participated and ultimately took 
over the whole enterprise. In more recent 
years Belgium has participated in the Chi- 
nese loans as a member of the international 
group. |

he Part of Boy Scouts in the War. 


A NOVEL FORCE. 
OW great a part will the Boy Scouts 
H-« the world play in the great war of 
nations staged in Europe? 

That they will play some part has been 
demonstrated already. Hardly had the 
Germans invaded Belgium than there came 
the report across seas 
Scouts to the number of about thirty had 
captured several German spies and escorted 
them to headquarters. A few days later 
this report appeared: 

“The Germans are using Boy Scouts as 
spies, according to reports from Belgian 
army officers. Complete plans of the Dutch 
fortress at Maestricht were found on a Ger- 
man Boy Scout.” 

Nor is this all. That Europe had conceded 
the possibilities of the Boy Scout organiza- 
tions in time of war was demonstrated 
when, some years ago, the French Peace So- 
ciety invited Sir Robert Baden-Powell and 
6000 Boy Scouts to “invade” 
march on Paris. It was merely a whimsical 
way of showing the friendly relations exist- 
ing between the English and French nations. 

But soon after the announcement was 


: made there came a terrific protest, prin- 


cipally from military men. The invaders 
were termed the “boy spies of Britain” and 
the fact that the march was finally permitted 
did not lessen the hostil'tv to it in certain 
quarters. 

Grganized essentially in the interests of 
the boys themselves and without the idea 
of war, these young scouts may become valu- 
able aids to the embattled nations. Those 
who oslieve this point to the statement ac- 
credited to Maj.-Gen. Wood that “practically 
all wars have been fought by boys.” 

French and English scouts have played an 

indirect part in the war. In the former 
nation they have been detailed to carry pro- 
visions to the sick and wounded, care for 
old women, helpless men and children, and 
aid in reaping the crops upon which the men 
at the front must depend. In the latter na- 
tion they have been detailed to guard 
bridges, and, on occasions, aid the police in 
preserving order. 
Everything in the Boy Scout's training 
appears to have fitted him for war. He can 
march, find his way through dense woods, 
signal to his comrades either by the tele- 
graph or the signal flag, pitch a camp and 
generally rely upon himself. He can swim, 
shoot and run probably with more swiftness 
than a heavier and older soldier. 

No less an authority than Ludwig S. Dale 
of New York City, one of the national 


authorities on the movement and a close 


friend of Baden-Powell, has declared that in 
time of war the Boy Scouts’ drill work and 
training in signaling would fit them for mili- 
tary service. 

Of the Boy Scouts in Europe, England 
has more than any of her sister nations. 


Her organization is 200,000 strong. Germany 


comes next with an organization of 50,000, 
drilled in the same way, although they go 
by the name of “Pathfinders.” Austria- 
Hungary has 15,000 scouts, and her enemy, 
France, has 8000. Russian Poland alone has 
8000 scouts, the total number in the empire 
not being known. Servia has 4000 scouts. 
Scandinavia, which, of course, is not in 
the war, has 30,000 Boy Scouts. The re- 
mainder of the European nations have about 
35,000 scouts. 
About six years ago Sir Robert Baden- 
Powell, the English militarist, upon learning 
that out of England's 3,000,000 boys few 
more than a quarter of a million were en- 
abled to have proper care and training, be- 


gan to think seriously of trying to be of 


aid. Mere money had been. tried before in 
various “uplift” endeavors. There must be 
something new. Thompson Seton, the writer 
haunts and habits, has seen the 
necessity for the same thing in America and 
he had been experimenting. He had called 
the groups of lads he had gathered together 
and trained in. woods lore “The Woodcraft 
Indians.” Dan Beard, then an editor, 
evolved another society called “The Sons of 
Daniel Boone,” afterward The Boy Pioneers 
of America.“ | 


First Organization. 
It is really difficult to pin the badge of 
honor for first thinking of the scheme upon

Scout movement. 

He had, shortly before the organization 
was conceived, published a text book on the 
subject of scouting for soldiers. This book 
was utilized by various boys’ clubs and pri- 
vate schools with a surprising degree of 
interest, so its author was encouraged to 
devise sGme wide-reaching plan for all boys, 
whether belonging to clubs, going to private 
schools or living in the top of a tenement 
or on some lonely farm. The general, a 
colonel of the Boer War, under Lord Edward 
Cecil, then got together some English boys 
in Surrey. He told them something of what 
the boys in Mafeking, Africa, had done dur- 
ing the struggle in the Transvaal, how Lord 


Cecil had talked to them of scout tactics, 


drilled them, and, giving them uniforms, 
made them the proud messengers of the 
handful of weary men on the long advance 
line of Mafeking. 

The general needn't have told his young 
audience how eager for duty these reliefs 
of their fathers and elder brothers the 
British boys on the veldt were, as they rode 
on bicycles from fort to fort with messages, 
acted as orderlies, and never once shirked 
the dangers of a real firing line in a real 
war. The boys, as they listened to the story 
of 99 and the African plains were bubbling 
over with desire to learn not only something 
of camp life during a battle, but the secrets 
of nature which their big friend told them 
were hidden in the woods and streams of 
Merrie England. 


The Training of Scouts. 


Baden-Powell’s idea was to teach the 
boys to teach themselves character.” The 
word scout“ to young America suggests 
Fenimore Cooper and forgotten Indian 
trails, but young England has Kipling as a 
reminder that the frontier is still a pride in 
their king’s endeavor, that exploring and 
colonizing is one of England’s policies, and 
border life is just as stirring and as neces- 

sary for the glory of the Union Jack as when 
Sir Walter Raleigh lived. Feudal knights, 
too, and chivalrous scouts of peace are 
heroes held before them, and there is little 
doubt that knight errantry in all its ro- 
mance and color has had much to do with 
the propaganda of the movement in Great 
Britain. 

Nearly all the training in all countries is 
given out of doors. Stars and moon, rain 
and sun, birds and butterflies, each have 
their part in the new knowledge gained. 
Tracks and tracking are studied, and to be- 
come even a “tenderfoot,” in the language 
of the scouts, a boy must prove, among 
other things, that he can trail in twenty-five 
minutes an obscure track half a mile long. 
Before he can rise beyond the “tenderfoot” 
stage he must show that he can make a fire 
out in the open, using not more than two 
matches, and there be able to cook a certain 
amount of meat and potatoes without other 
cooking utensils than his “billy can.” 


Saturday afternoons, just outside of Lon- 


don, in a score of suburbs whose faces press 
in close against the changing streets while 
their hearts look backward to the woods, 
the Boy Scouts are a busy lot. From 10 to 
18 years of age, and recruited from every 
stratum of every class, they scurry here and 
there, making a good time for themselves 
and others. A story is told of a weary Lon- 
don shop-man, getting an hour's fresh air in 
a cool spot where there were some trees. 
He had lunched heartily, and was lying on 
the grass sleeping. A crowd of scouts were 
playing quite a wonderful game, and seek- 
ing each other in the hollows of trees and 
the most unsuspected places. What was the 
astonishment, not to say alarm, of the 
grocer, as he rose from his nap, to be ac- 
costed rather excitedly by a young man 
about TZ who looked all ready to defend the 
London bridge if necessary, and asked if 
he had seen any “tigers” or “bears”—that 
they had given him the slip, and cong} 
be found. 


A Social Leveler. 


One statement that Baden-Powell made 
must stick in the memory of every one who 
hears it: The Boy Scout movement is a 
great leveler; it has brought together the 
son of the duke and the coster.” As in- 
stance of this, there is a well known London 
editor whose country place and extensive 
gardens are his joy. His gardener’s son 
was ever wont to lift his hat and greet the 


editor’s son as sir,“ but now that the low- 
lier lad is at the head of the village patrol 
of scouts, editor junior salutes his chief re- 
spectfully and sets about doing whatever he 
commands. | 

So the Boy Scouts of Great Britain have 
become one of that nation’s great interests. 
The movement is hardly less seriously 
taken, it seems, than the pushing of empire. 
The London Daily Telegraph about four 
years ago undertook to raise something over 
$100,000 for the general fund at headquar- 
ters, and not only did the isles proper sub- 
scribe, but the colonies on the other side of 
the world. From Australia came a goodly 
percentage of this overseas contribution. 
Some of it was from the boys themselves, 
for it was not long after the home land 
inaugurated the movement until the “small- 
est contingent” also had it. 


In a review in Melbourne not long ago the 
Scouts of Victoria had more than 900 mem- 
bers on parade. The membership is more 
than 2000, but the State or province of Vic- 
toria covered too great distances for more 
to come. Two kilted troops, representing 
Scottish Highlanders, were in evidence, and 
one patrol from a troop of cripples. Fine

These are 
health, vigor, weight and production. 


Save Only Healthy Birds. 


The general health of the birds handled 
should be determined by their external ap- 
pearance. They should be in a normal, 
healthy condition, which is an indication 
of freedom from disease. Birds which dur- 
ing their first laying season have ever been 
attacked with dangerous poultry diseases, 
such as roup and canker, should be leg- 
banded at the time of infection, by some 
distinguishing color, so they can be dis- 
carded at this time. | | 

An enlarged or compacted crop, which 
frequently appears in hens after they have 
attained some age, is good ground for their 
elimination. It not only injures the bird's 
appearance, but is a sign of physical weak- 
ness. Its presence doubtless injures the 
digestion and assimilation of the food in 
the proper form. Diarrhoea is a sign of di- 
gestive disorder, and will not only injure

Vigor a Necessary Factor. 


Birds vary greatly in the health and 
vigor which they appear to possess. Dif- 
ference’ in vigor are noted from the time 
they are hatched until they are killed or 
disposed of, after they have passed their 
usefulness for egg production. It should 
be the object of the poultry-keeper to elimi- 
nate and cull out birds which show a lack 
of vitality and stamina wherever they ap- 
pear. 

The following are some of the factors 
which will aid in determining vigor or lack 
of vigor. Health goes with a vigorous con- 
stitution. Birds which are unhealthy in 
any respect show a lack of vigor, and lack 
of a natural ability to combat disease which 
is possessed by healthy animals. A nar- 
row, shallow body is an excellent indica- 
tion of lack of capacity and lack of vitality, 
whereas, a wide, deep body shows the pres- 
ence of an abundance of room for the vital 
organs, which are especially related to di- 
gestion and reproduction. 

A depressed, pale, shallow eye is usually 
found associated with low vitality, whereas 
a bright, prominent, sparkling eye indicates 
the presence of much physical strength. A 
drooping, low, squatty carriage or bearing 
is an undesirable feature. The birds se- 


lected should stand erect with head and 


active, alert disposition, as contrasted with 
a quiet, lazy, listless disposition, is desired. 


Birds Should Be of Good Weight. 


Many birds in the average flock are apt 
to be under weight. This is especially so 
if pullets have been used for hatching in 
the past, and if the hatches have been 
brought off late in the season. Small birds 
used for breeding mean small eggs, and 
small chicks, and often smaller birds in the 
second generation. The birds selected 
should be of as near standard weight as 
possible. Small birds which are heavy, due 
to excessive fat development, are not desir 
able. Good weight, size and plump cond? 
tion is an excellent sign of physical vigor. 


Select Good Layers. 


By breeding each year from birds which 
have made a good egg production it is pos 
sible year after year gradually to bring up 
the egg-laying propensities of the flock. 
The laws of inheritance tell us that like 
produces like, and hence the birds selected 
for breeding should themselves possess the 
characteristics which we desire in the 
progeny. Birds should not be selected for 
breeding which have been excessively 
forced in order to get the high egg produc- 
tion. Such forcing is apt to lower the vi 
tality, and the chicks hatched from these 
birds will be inferior. :

Some Uses for Alum. : 

Alum is very useful in the home, and there 
is nothing better for mending broken dishes 
or a lamp when it is loose in the collar than 
alum melted and used while hot. 

Sprinkle the alum under the edges of your 
carpets and in the corners, and the moths 
will not bother you. 

An excellent remedy for croup is made by 
beating the white of an egg to a stiff froth, 
then sweeten a little, add a little pulverized 
alum and give a teaspoonful every ten or 
fifteen minutes until relief comes. 

There is no better way to remove any for- 
eign substance from the eye than to make 
this same mixture, spread it on a cloth and 
lay it over the eye. 

To set the color in light shades of pink 
and blue soak the goods in salt water with a 
small lump of alum added and use the alum 
alone for the different shades of lilac and 
violet. After the color has been set wash 
the garments through warm borax suds, as 
the borax not only softens the water, ‘but 
helps to keep the color in the goods. : 

If the feet are tender bathe them often in 
strong alum and boric acid; rubbed on 
when the feet are dry it will remove any 
odor, but it must be allowed to dry on the 
feet. 

It is one of the best remedies known to 
stop bleeding. A heaping teaspoonful of 
powdered alum placed in a common teacup

Cottonseed as a Human Food. 


About everything in the vegetable king- 
dom can be used as a food for man. One 
after another of the articles that have been 
deemed only fit for beasts of the field is be- 
coming recognized as fit also for man.

formed, the indigestible elements being 
eliminated and the digestible retained. One 
of the latest of these is cottonseed, which 
government experts have demonstrated can

Feeding. or Starving Typhoid Fever. 


In the discussion as to whether typhoid 
fever patients shall be fed or dieted during 
the presence of the fever the regular doc- 
tors naturally differ from the drugless heal- 
ers. Formerly a milk diet was prescribed, 
put later there has been more friendship for 
a freer feeding.

Frequent spong- 
ing of the body was practiced when the fe- 
ver was above 102, and for a drink water 
and lemon juice was used. He lives to tell 
the tale, and yet the regular doctor would 
not have estimated that he had any chance 
for recovery. 


Sunlight and Health. 


After a period of cloudy weather, during 
which the sun has been conspicuous by its 
absence, it seems good to have the sun- 
shine once more. Everyone feels better 
physically as well as mentally. The rea- 
son for this is that the clouds, the same as 
the smoke that overhangs cities, has 
stopped the ultra violet and violet rays from 
the sunlight. These are the shortest rays 
of the spectrum, and they kill the bacteria 
in the air by direct action. As we pass 
along the spectrum toward the red end the 
rays lengthen, becoming longest at the red, 
the action of which upon bacteria is to kill 
slowly by drying rather than by direct ac- 
tion. It is thus an important health meas- 
ure for every municipality to take every pre- 
caution to prevent the atmosphere being 
clouded with smoke because of its effect 
upon the healing influence of the sun’s rays. 

In London a long period of sunless wea- 
ther has been found to be followed by out- 
breaks of influenza, common colds, pneumo- 
nia, and even such diseases as diphtheria, 
scarlet fever and measles. So common has 
this become that the only conclusion has 
been that they have followed from the ab- 
sence of the short rays of the sunlight. 

It has been a matter of common knowl- 
edge that red is an irritable color, and peo- 
ple living in rooms where red is the pre- 
vailing color are invariably affected, being 
nervous and high-strung, conditions that are 
overcome when they pass out into the sun- 
light, and particularly if they go into the 
country where they get the green fields and 
the woods. Of all the colors of nature 
green is the most soothing. It stands mid- 
way in the spectrum, which might seem to 
be a wise provision of nature, the length 
of the green rays being practically half 
those of the red and twice those of the vio- 
let. Leave the earth alone and green fields 
or green foliage will spring up to cover the 
red soil and act as a cooling influence on 
the soil and atmosphere irrespective of 
color and situation. Green is not only cool- 
ing, but is actually soothing to the senses. 
Psychologists advise that in the heat of the 
day in summer green shades, green um- 
brellas and green skirts should be worn. 
Green keeps out the hot, red rays of the 
sun.and reflected light, and is specially ob- 
noxious to mosquitoes, flies and other an- 
noying insects. 

It is thus easy to understand why red 
should not be worn in summer time, as one 
might as well carry a hot stove as to wear 
a red suit. Indeed many a case of sunburn 
has occurred when the person believed her- 
self protected by a red sunshade. The red 
rays hold the heat rays and are the ones 
responsible for heat prostration or sun- 
stroke and the various miseries of hot wea- 
ther. While the ultra violet rays are most 
vicious in chemical power and cauterizing 
action, it is the red rays which really burn 
and give you a sensation of heat. 2

Registering Venereal Diseases. 

A recent report of the Health Department 
of this city emphasizes the importance of 
the registration of all cases of venereal dis- 
eases. Under the present law the physi- 
cians report such cases by number only, 
while they should be reported by name and 
be compelled to give a strict account of 
themselves to the Health Department until 
they are dismissed as cured. Otherwise 
there is no safety to the community. In* 
the report of deaths for July the number of 
persons that died from gonococcus infec- 
tion is given as 19, and of syphilis 13, Dur- 
ing the year there were reported 171 cases 
of gomerrhoeal infection and 173 cases

have been cured no one knows, nor how many 
of these diseased persons have been commu- 
nicating the disease to others. If the politi- 
cal doctors would stop long enough in their 
attempt to secure legislation against drug- 
less practitioners, including the osteopaths, 
chiropractors, neuropaths and others who 
cure without the use of medicine, to secure 
such an amendment of the law as would 
compel the personal registration of every 
person affected with a venereal disease, 
they would benefit the community. 


The Anti-Bodies of the Human System. 


At the recent meeting of the American 


Medical Association in Atlantic City Dr. Jo- 


seph C. Beck of Chicago described the im- 
portant work done by the tonsils and their 
effect upon the health of the body. These 
organs stand at the entrance of the throat 
as sentinels and have an important infiu- 
ence upon the digestive fluids and the tis- 
sues of the body. That they occasionally 
become affected is not surprising, in view 
of all the things that pass and repass before 
them. They are there for a purpose the 
same as the lungs are placed in the body 
for a purpose. Their removal destroys the 
purpose for which they are created, but it 
has become so common a practice for sur- 
geons to remove them on practically **e 
slightest occasion that the feeling has nat- 
urally been created that they are rather 
superfiuous organs, and the body is as well 
off without as with them. 

Let the surgeons have their way and they 
would rebuild the body, and in the rebuild- 
ing they would eliminate the majority por- 
tion of the intestines and various organs 
the use of which is somewhat obscure. 
There is one noticeable thing, however, and 
that is that no man yet has been able to 
build a better organ in any part of the hu- 
man body than has been originally placed 
there by nature. Synthetical work stops 
when anything of this kind is undertaken. 

Ill health is considered the result of pol- 
sonous toxins that are introduced into the 
system, and like other members of his pro- 
fession, Dr. Beck believes that the tonsils 
are largely responsible for such conditions. 
He admitted, however, that the human body 
has the power to neutralize and destroy 
these toxins when it is in a healthy condt- 
tion by so-called anti-bodies or anti-toxins, 
but when reduced it is unable to cope with 
them. “Anyjhing that tends to improve the 
general health of the patient,” he said, “as 
medicine, diet, hygiene, exercise, rest, men- 
tal quietude, will have a tendency to in- 
crease these anti-bodies and so control the 
effects of chronic focal infections.”

The Thyroid Gland. 


The importance of the thyroid gland to 
the health has been well understood, but a 
recent operation in Paris has brought the 
matter to attention. As a result of an at- 
tack of measles when 8 years old the boy 
operated on was deprived of the thyroid 
gland, and from that time he lost interest in 
the things about him, his eyes became dull, 
his skin the color of clay, his cheeks hollow, 
his lips swollen, his nose flattened, and his 
eyelids thick and red. All interest in his 
school work was lost and he made no prog- 
ress whatever. Things went on this way till 
he was 14 years old, and his seemed a hope 
less case. Six months ago a surgeon trans- 
planted a thyroid gland from a monkey to 
the boy’s neck, and at once the boy began 
to improve. His eyes became bright and 
his health better in every respect, and two 
months after the operation he returned to 
school and gave evidence of having as active 
a mind as any of his mates. The other side 
of the story is that of the monkey. He is 
reported as still alive, with his throat per- 
fectly healed, but he has become listless, 
and pays no attention to the things transpir- 
ing about his cage. The monkey and the 
boy have evidently swapped spirits since the 
gland operation. 

In cases of goitre it has sometimes been 
ueemed expedient to remove the thyroid 
gland, or a large proportion of it, and we re- 
fer to the Paris incident to show how im- 
portant it is that a person afflicted with 
such trouble keep as far away from the sur- 
geon’s knife as possible. As a rule there 
are other ways of effecting a cure, and an 
operation is the last thing to be considered, 
though the surgeon may advise such action.

The flexi- 
bility of the spine and the suppleness of the 
waist muscles have much to do with favor- 
ing longevity. As John Burroughs aptly re- 
marked: “It doesn't take a naturalist to 
understand that to make a machine last 
you must not throw a monkey wrench too 
often into the gearing.” He was speaking, 
metaphorically, of the human machine. 
“Is sugar healthy?” 


The writer evidently means: Is sugar 
wholesome? Asa carbohydrate it is the 
purest that can be eaten—f the sugar is 
pure, Mary Hinman Abel, in a bulletin for 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, claims that sugar is one of the best 
and most essential articles of food, and 
that its purity can be depended upon judg- 
ing from the fact that of 500 samples ex- 
amined by the Bureau of Chemistry, not 
one was found to be adulterated. 

Sugar belongs to the important group of 
food constituents, carbohydrates, so named 
because as a whole they contain the ele- 
ment carbon in chemical combination with 
oxygen and hydrogen; these two elements 
being in the same proportion as in water. 
Other carbohydrates closely related to 
Sugar are starch and crude fiber, or cellu- 
lose. Sugars and starches are important 
foodstuffs since, with fat, they supply the 
bulk of the energy of diet. 

Within certain limits, sugar may be con- 
sidered as the equivalent of starch that has 
been digested and made ready for absorp- 
tion. A mealy boiled potato, like all forms 
of starchy foods, must be largely converted 
into some kind of sugar by the digestive 
juices before it can be absorbed as food. 

“To understand the utilization of such 


“the process of carbohydrate digestion may 
be considered. When a starchy food, such 
as a boiled potato, is taken into the mouth, 
it is at once acted upon more or less by a 
‘ferment contained in the saliva, and this 
action is continued by a ferment contained 
in the intestines. It is then broken up into 
simpler chemical compounds, and it finally 
reaches the blood and muscles as dextrose, 
a form of sugar which can be burned in 
the body to yield muscular energy and 
heat. When an excess of carbohydrates 
(sugar or starch) is consumed, the dextrose 
in the digestive tract is converted, in the 
liver, into glycogen and stored until re- 
quired, being then, it is believed, recon- 
verted into dextrose.” | 

At the Minnesota Experiment Station, 
the thoroughness of digestion of sugar was 
studied with healthy men. Five ounces a 
day were consumed as a part of a simple 
mixed diet. The sugar showed a high di- 
gestibility, 98.9 per cent. of its total energy 
being available to the body on the average. 
Instead of decreasing the energy and inter- 
fering with the digestion, as we have been 
led to believe, the available energy of the 
whole ration was increased 25 per cent. and 
the digestibility of the foods with which 
it was mixed was not affected. Even the 
proteid of the ration was more economi- 
cally used than commonly, the nitrogen re- 
tention being increased 25 per cent. Mark 
this, however, that in discussing these ex- 
periments it was pointed out that the value 
of sugar in a ration depends upon its judi- 
cious use and combination with other 
foods. 

Foods must supply enough protein or ni- 
trogenous materia] for the formation and 
repair of tissues, and for certain other uses 
in the body, and in addition sufficient other 
material to make up the amount of energy 
necessary for heat and muscular work; the 
nitrogen-free nutrients are fats and carbo- 
hydrates. 

The main function of sugar as found in 
the blood, whether resulting from the diges- 
tion of sugar or of starch, is believed to be 
the production of energy for internal and 
external muscular work, and, as a neces- 
sary accompaniment, body heat. It has 
been demonstrated by analysis that the 
blood going to and from a muscle of a liv- 
ing animal shows that more blood traverses 
an active or working muscle and that more 
sugar disappears from it than is the case 
of a muscle at rest. 

To decide the question of the value of 
sugar as a source of energy for the work- 
ing muscle, much careful laboratory work 
has been carried on. It has been found 
that an increase in the sugar content of the 
diet—when not too great and too concen- 
trated—lessens or delays fatigue and 
increases working power. 
amounts of sugar were found to increase 
the ability to perform muscular work to 
such an extert that on a ration of 500

Increased 


was able to do 61 to 76 per cent. more work 
than on a fasting diet. The addition of 
about half this quantity of sugar to an ordi- 
nary or to a meager diet also considerably 
increased the capacity for work, the effect 
of the sugar being felt about half an hour 
after eating it, and its maximum effect 
showing itself about two hours after eat- 
ing. 
The coming of fatigue was also found to 
be considerably delayed on this diet, and 
taking three or four ounces of sugar a short 
time before the usual time for the occur- 
rence of fatigue, prevented the appearance 
of it. 

Lemonade or other similar refreshing 
drinks 
gested as mediums for supplying, in small 
doses, an extra amount of sugar for men 
called upon to perform extraordinary mus- 
cular labor. 

Practical tests of the value of sugar in 
preventing or delaying fatigue having been 
made with soldiers when subjected to great 
exertion indicate the value of sugar in the 
ration. 

Sugar, like starch, is fattening—to som 
people. When it is taken in excess of what 
can be used at the time, it may be trans- 
formed into fat and stored as reserve ma- 
terial. For this reason sugar should be 
sparingly used by those inclined to corpu- 
lency. Also, sugar in the form of candy or 


other sweets should not, as a rule, be taken 


as an accessory to an already abundant 
diet. 

The amount of sugar that may be eaten 
without bad effects depends much on the 
amount of exercise taken. One doing hard 
work in the open air can easily assimilate 
large quantities. It’s the “stuff” for moun- 
tain climbing. 3

The Eating of Fruit. 


[Editor of the Times Health Depart- 
ment:] In a leading article in your last 
Times health department a fine argument is 
made as to the superiority of raw vegeta- 
bles over cooked. The writer of the article, 
however, fails to recognize the role which 
individual temperament plays in relation to 
food in its raw or prepared state. To a 
highly organized and nervously over- 
wrought constitution, a cooked fruit or 
vegetable may often act as a sedative, as 
the process of cooking subdues and modifies 
the high-tensioned  vital-electric energy 
active in raw foodstuffs, while, on the other 
hand, for the sluggish temperament, an un- 
modified raw diet would possess distinct 
advantages. 

The same exception may be taken to an- 
other statement made in the same article 
on the advisability to follow up a vegetable 
or meat dinner with some raw fruits. For 


a while, such a mixture might be agreeable 


to a stomach with an excess of pepsin in 
its digestive juices—-as the acid of the fruit 
would amplify the deficiency in the acid se- 
cretion; on the other hand, if the subject 
possessed the hyper-acidic type, any addi- 
tion of acid in the form of food would natu- 
rally throw the balance of the gastric se- 
cretion in favor of the acids and hence give 
rise to the inevitable sour stomach, fermen- 
tation and dyspepsia. — 

The success of diet must invariably de- 
pend on the individuality of the subject. 
Here, as everywhere, one man's meat may 
frequently prove another man's poison, and 
a diet which does not recognize individual- 
ity and temperamental traits is unreliable. 
A safe line to pursue for the generality of 
health seekers is to enjoy fruit distinct and 
separate from the regular meal, and only 
at a time when the stomach may be rea- 
sonably surmised as empty.

The Arcade Palm 


FACTS ABOUT ITS HISTORY 


| AND ITS AGE. 
UCH of late has been appearing in 
the local papers concerning the fan 


palm in front of the Arcade depot 


and which has been moved to Exposition 
Park. Various dates have been assigned as 
to the planting of the palm, and a half-dozen 
places are reported to have grown it 
previous to removal from the Arcade 
site. The palm was moved to the Arcade 
Station in July, 1888, by William S. Lyon, 
now of Manila, P. I., but long a well-known 
horticulturist and nurseryman in Los An- 
geles. He was last in business here un- 
der the firm name of Lyon & Cobbe, and 
the present writer was foreman for said 
firm during all the years of its existence.

The truck company that moved the Arcade 


palm was Zuber Brothers. 
On July 28, 1888, the following item ap- 


peared in a daily paper published in Los 


Angeles: “Three of the stately palms 
which have graced the Saunders place on 
San Pedro street have been purchased by 
the Southern Pacific to adorn its new depot 
site in the Wolfskill Tract. The first has 
been successfully moved and the others 
will follow in a day or two. The trees are 
about sixty-five years old and sixty feet 
high.” | 
The City Beautiful man was working on 
a plant nursery but two blocks away from 
the Saunders place, and well remembers 
the row of old fan palms along the San 
Pedro street face, close to East Third 
street. Why but one of the three pur- 
chased was removed to the Arcade site is 
not remembered by the present writer, but 
they were eventually moved to Washing- 
ton street many years later 
As to the age of these palms, when W. 8. 
Lyon came to Los Angeles in 1871, he says 
the palms were not less than twenty-five 
feet high. W. H. Workman, who came 
here in 1854, says they were conspicuous 
plants then, and agreed with J. W. Wolf- 
skill in his estimate of their age, which, 
at the present time, is not less than eighty 
years. The twin palms formerly on rail- 
road grounds at San Fernando street and 
killed by careless movers in the fall of 
1906 were though to be at least ninety 
years old at that time, and the tallest was 
fifty-five feet high, though appearing much 
taller when standing. Many of the data 
herein are taken from a carbon copy of a 
report made to George B. Sudworth, chief 
dendrologist at Washington, D.C. This re- 
port, made by “yours truly,” by request of 
Mr. Sudworth, was written only after care- 
ful research and much inquiry among our 
pioneer settlers.

Though in gross aspect it closely resem- 
bles Araucaria Bidwillli its climatic needs 
are nearer those necessary for successful 
growth of A. Brasiliensis.

Garrya Elliptica. 


E HAVE a fine foliage shrub in dar- 


rya elliptica, native to the central and 
northern parts of California, but who shall 
witness its blooming in the garden? In the 
writer’s garden one has stood for three 
years, in the best of soil, and while it 
grows some, it bloometh not. We have a 
local native species which grows but a few 
miles north of the city of Los Angeles, and 
this flowers freely. Though many in the 
South have planted Garrya elliptica, it is 


plants in a local nursery, with the best of 
care, has not yielded one bloom in five 
years. Shall we continue to plant this 
shrub for foliage effect alone? As such it 
is scarcely worthy of garden room, for we 
have so many fine flowering plants that 
non-bloomers should be cut out of the list. 


Adaptability of Plants. 


HE present season has not been a 

trying one on exotic plants, especially 
those from more humid climes. In nearly 
thirty years’ local residence the writer does 
not recall such a cool summer as the pres- 
ent one has been to date nor any in which 
we have had so many sunless days. Among 
the trees of wide adaptability none excite 
more wonder among plantsmen than Acacia 
melanoxylon, the Blackwood. In its native 
Australia it inhabits only the rich alluvial 
river bottoms, where the soil is deep and 
moistureconserving. The tree does not 
thrive on shallow soils anyhere, but where 
the roots may penetrate deeply it seems to 
matter little how dry it is. More than 
this it has grown well in interior valleys 
where the summer heat is intense and the 
air much drier than that of its native Aus- 
tralian range. 


Water is King. 


' AST week the City Beautiful man vis- 
ited some of the warmer and more 
sandy parts of Los Angeles county and 
carefully noted the garden vegetation. 
That water is king in California was strik- 
ingly illustrated in the character of the 
vegetation seen. Cannas were eight feet 
high and such cool weather plants as pan- 
sies and asters were thriving in the full 


sun, and all were fresh and green. The 


whole secret was in the free use of water. 
In many cooler localities plants of the 
same sorts have not thriven for lack of 
water. The climate of California is indeed 
a wonderful asset, for no matter what the 
nature of the soil, a sufficient supply of 
water will “produce all things.” 


The Mexican Tulip Poppy. 


HROUGHOUT the summer one of the 

most persistent bloomers has been 
Hunnemannia, the Mexican tulip poppy. In 
practical use it has some decided advan- 
tages over the California poppy. As a cut 
flower it will keep as long as any inmate 
of the garden and it will bloom in the 
Shade, its flowers remaining open and not 
closing as in the case of Eschscholzia. The 
color is the clearest and purest of yellows 
and never varies in the least under any in- 
fluence of soil or treatment. Seeds or 
plants may be put in the soil at any time 


of the year and a flower crop produced in 
a very short time. 
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{Christian Science Monitor:! Bagging 
of grapes is a highly desirable method of 
improving the quality of the fruit both in 
appearance and flavor. It also has the ad- 
vantage of preventing the attacks of insects 
and fungous enemies which might destroy 
the fruit completely. Such fruit may com- 
pete with fruit which has not been bagged. 
An ordinary paper sack, large enough to 
leave the full-grown cluster hanging freely 
inside it is slipped over the half-grown clus- 
ter and either tied with string or held fairly 
tightly around the stem by means of a 
small rubber band, the mouth of the bag 
being constricted and the top turned over 
somewhat to prevent the band or the 
string from slipping upward. When clus- 
ters are bagged, it is a good plan to leave 
several other clusters on the same vine 
without any bagging, so that the stage of 
development may be observed. Unbagged 
fruit will usually ripen a few days earlier 
than that which is covered. 


To Store Grapes. 


Many growers who store their grapes find 
it a good plan to cut off four to six inches 
of the cane which bears the cluster so as to 
have a convenient handle and means of sup- 
port for the fruit. Some growers dip the 
cut ends of these pieces in hot seal- 
ing wax or melted paraffin to prevent evap- 
oration of moisture. The clusters are then 
hung on wires in boxes or cupboards, in a 
cool place, where they are to be kept until 
needed for use. 


FOR THE LUNCHEON. 
Made-over Muffins. | 


[Chicago Herald:] It there are many 
muffins left over from breakfast, turn them 
into cakes for luncheon, says the New York 
Press. Ice them with icing made from one 
egg white and enough confectioner’s sugar 
to stiffen it. Place a raisin or half a nut 
or a candied cherry on each. Or else cut 
the muffins in two crosswise layers and fill 
them with chocolate icing or filling and 
sprinkle the tops with 


Unique Custard. 


A good way to make baked custard is to 
drop the yolk of an egg in a custard cup, 
add a big teaspoonful of sugar, two gratings 
of nutmeg, and about five tablespoonfuls of 
unskimmed milk, put the cup in hot water 
and bake slowly until the custard is firm— 
until a knife thrust in it comes out clean. 
Beat the white stiff, add a small tablespoon- 
ful of sugar, beat again and pile on top of 
the custard and garnish with a maraschino 
cherry in the center of the meringue. 
and serve. 


IN THE LAUNDRY. 
Proper Use of Washing Machine. 


[Washington Post:] There are several 
meritorious washing machines on the mar- 
ket. 

One of the things to remember in using 
any of them is that the water should be 
boiling, and that the machine should be 
worked as rapidly and as long as is called 
for in the directions. 

In washing, always try to have the water 
the same temperature throughout the 
wash. 

Before washing, all clothes should be wet 
thoroughly with cold water, and should be 
“get to boil” in cold water. 

In removing clothes from the line, much 

trouble will be saved if they are pulled into 
shape and folded smoothly. Especially is 
this true of table linen and bed linen. 
In ironing table cloths and napkins be 
sure to iron with the warp. They should 
be ironed first on the wrong side and then 
on the right. 


Red Ink and Pink Clothing. 


Keep a bottle of red ink in the laundry 
and add a few drops to the rinse water 
when you are washing pink dresses or pink 
stockings. It will keep the color bright and 
new. Of course this method cannot be 
used for dresses trimmed in white unless 
the trimming is removed.

Cleanliness in Sickroom. 


[Modern Priscilla: ]
